REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to show or suggest the provision of a main head wherein the transverse 
dimensions of the main head are greater than those of the hole (in the foundation 
structure) when driving the main head into the ground. The closest prior art, Rippe Jr. 
'287, discloses a method of construction a pile foundation including a hole in the 
foundation structure; however, Rippe Jr. is silent to the main head having a transverse 
dimensions greater than those of the hole.
